, MUNICH, Germany, Oct. 19 (AP). — Investigate u-s estab- 
lished today that cyanide poison killed Stepan Bandera. unU- 
communist guerilla chief from Ukraine. The mystery that 
surrounded hia life continued in death. 

His associates charged that he was a victim of a Moscow- 
directed murder plot. - 

The body of the 50-year old Bandera was fmmd Thursday 
on the stairway of his apartment house here. It was one .of 
the many hideouts from which he directed usUiunalixl Ukrain- 
ians. 

George Lenyk,- Mr. Bandera's deputy, said: 

“We are convinced he was killed by the Bolsheviks. But 
the question remains: How was he made to take the poison?' 1

Hia activity in recent 
times was largely restricted to 
editing hia organization’s news- 
paper.
